WALTER SNYDER, 
FORMER JUSTICE, 
IS DEAD AT 58 


Walter Ault Snyder, 58, 248 Cham­ 
bersburg street, insurance agent and 
a former Justice of the peace in 
Gettysburg, died this morning at 
7:20 o’clock in the Annie M. Warner 
hospital after being critically 111 
since May 30 when he suffered a 
cerebral hemorrhage. 
He was admitted to the hospital 
May 31 in a semi-conscious condi­ 
tion and never fully regained con­ 
sciousness, although the paralysis 
he had suffered at the time he was 
stricken had left him. Strokes at 3 
o’clock and again at 5 o’clock this 
morning were the Immediate causes 
of death. 
Before being token ill 
May 30 his health had been good, 
members of the family said. 
Mr. Snyder was widely known in 
Adams county, having served as a 
Justice of the peace for nearly two 
years in Gettysburg and having 
been treasurer of the Adams county 
republican committee for a number 
of years. In the spring of 1936 he 
campaigned over the county as a 
candidate for the republican nomi­ 
nation for representative in the 
General Assembly.

The gist of what 
we know about the great of the earth lies between a few pages of 
words in print. 
The late George Barr McCutcheon had a line in his bookplate th at 
has always impressed me. 
It was: “Books Once Were Men.” 
Rudyard 
Kipling, speaking before a group of literary people 30 years ago, said: 
“When an eminent lawyer, or physician is once dead, he is always dead. 
His ghost does not continue to practice in the Law Courts or the operat­ 
ing theatre 
Now it cannot have escaped your attention th at a writer 
often does not begin to live till he' has been dead for some time.” 
Through the written or printed word, we are privileged to know 
those whom we never knew. 
Though long dead yet do they live and 
speak! 
Alone, many years ago. Stevenson travelled through Europe on the 
back of a donkey. He left the story of that interesting trip between the 
covers of a book, so that millions have since gone with him, shared his 
Joys and inspirations, and learned about the man himself. 
Montaigne, secluded hundreds of years ago in that quaint library 
of his. wrote down hts thoughts and meditations upon life, and in this 
year of 1937 any man or woman is privileged to sit down at his or her 
own home, or wherever he or she may be, and talk with this m an— 
freshly alive! 
“I am Earth, overtaking all things except words. They alone escape 
me. Therefore, I lie heavy on their makers.” 
I have stood at the graves of Hawthorne, Longfellow, Emerson and 
Thoreau. But when I got back home, I could not believe th at these 
writers were out there in the cold earth—but alive and more vital than 
ever upon the shelves of my library. I took volume after volume in my 
hands and they, the so-called dead, live again—and we talked together. 
Scholars have dug into the earth of ancient lands that they might 
find buried stones, or tablets, upon which words might tell the story of 
the past. 
Expression is life, and life lives on and on in the newly born, through 
the words of those who have lived, loved, served—and died. 
We cannot always choose those with whom we most desire to asso­ 
ciate. Many are thrust upon us, and to drop them from our lives might 
cause a hurt somehow—but thank heaven we cai* choose our books, our 
written words, and make them our own for so long as we wish, or we can 
discard them at will.

Stony Brook, N. Y„ June 15 (AP) 
—Two garage collectors told federal 
agents today that last Wednesday, 
the day Mrs. Alice McDonell Par­ 
sons, society matron, vanished, they 
were not allowed to enter the Par­ 
sons' Long Island home when they 
called. 
It was the first time such 
a thing had happened in four years, 
they said. 
The collectors. Arthur Chadwick, 
31, and his negro helper, George 
Winfield, told their story to Earl 
Connelly, Inspector of the Federal 
Bureap of Investigation, and As­ 
sistant District Attorney Lindsay 
Henry of Suffolk county. 
It was their custom to enter the 
house, they said, descend to the 
basement and collect the garbage, 
but that on Wednesday they were 
met by Mrs. Anna Kupryanova, 
Russian housekeeper and companion 
to Mrs. Parsons, who pointed to a 
large package tied with cord, and 
told them: 
"That’s all." 
They also told C onnelly the Par­ 
sons’ automobile, which Mrs. Kupry­ 
anova had said stood outside the 


house all day, was In the garage 
when they called. 
"This story may be extremely Im­ 
portant," Assistant District Attor­ 
ney Henry said. "A number of very 
suspicious aspects of this case have 
developed, but I cannot discuss them 
now." 
Connelley said the men’s story 
was getting the "most careful con­ 
sideration," and another police of­ 
ficial, who asked that his name be 
withheld, said "This may prove to 
be the first break In this case." 
Mrs. 
Parsons 
vanished 
shortly 
before noon and a note, demanding 
$25,000, was found tucked In the 
front of the Parsons’ car hours later 
at the trim white farm house where 
Mrs. Parsons and her husband. Wil­ 
liam H. Parsons, Yale graduate and 
retired New York business man, 
lived quietly raising chickens and 
pigeons. 
A search of the wooded area on 
and around the Parsons’ 22-acre es­ 
tate. was renewed today. Overnight 
a fresh contingent of federal agents 
arrived, bringing to about 50 the 
number seeking to break the case
